^ ^ addition to the existing list of exempted categories of vehicles notified in the 

Order dated 1 December 2006,- the VPRCL has proposed to exempt the Government vehicles on 
duty also from levy of the toll till such time the revised policy of National Highway Authority of India 


VPRCL has pointed out that in case of secondary toll plaza, the daily pass is 
for two journeys instead of return journey mentioned in the schedule. It has, therefore requested to 
correct the description of SI.No. 2 under Schedule II (B) accordingly 


^ preliminary scrutiny of the proposal, .the VPRCL was requested to furnish 
clarification ‘ clarification on various points. The VPRCL has furnished the following main 


As per the existing policy of National Highways Authority of India (NHAI). daily and 
monthly unlimited passes are provided at 1.5 and 30 times the single rate for NHAI 
funded projects. This facility, however, is not available for BOT proiects The 
policy is under review. 
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(ii) . Average number of journeys by the users making multiple trips per day is 5 to 7 

based on the toll data collected from 16 December 2006 to 21 December 2006. 
Since it is proposed to allow unlimited journeys as against the average,number of 
6 journeys per day, the concessions otherwise available for return journey and 
monthly pass are-not considered for arriving at the proposed rates. It has argued 
that allowing unlimited journeys in itself is a-concession. 

(iii) . At present, NHAI exempts Central and State Government vehicles pn duty from 

payment of the user fees. But, this policy is under review and it Is anticipated that 
this exemption will be withdrawn. It has, however, requested to approve its 
proposal pending implementation of the new policy of NHAI. 

4 . 1 . The proposal received from the VPRCL was forwarded to VPT for its specific 
comments.' The VPT has endorsed the submissions made by the VPRCL. It has stated that the 
request of the port users for issue of unlimited daily and monthly passes without any ceiling on 
number of journeys is genuine as they have to operate regularly between the two toll plazas. It has 
also pointed out that the proposed rates for daily / monthly passes for unlimited journeys by the 
VPRCL are reasonable. It has reported that the proposal of VPRCL has been discussed with the 
concerned users who have agreed to the proposed ad hoc toll rates for unlimited daily / monthly 
passes for interim period till fixation of final rates by this Authority. 

4.2. Considering the requirements of the multiple journeys to be performed by port 
users and to have a smooth and effective cargo traffic flovv in the port without frequent hindrances 
and recognising that the proposed toll is justified, the VPT has requested the Authority to accord 
approval to the proposed rates. 


5 . 1 . ' The policy / guidelines of the NHAI for fixation of rates for issue unlinjited passes in 

case of BOT projects is .under review. This proposal has been mooted mainly at the request of the 
users in view of the difficulties faced by them in the present toll structure. The VPT has endorsed 
the proposal of the VPRCL and has found the proposed rates to be justified. In view of the above 
position, and also recognising that the users have mutually agreed to the proposed Bd hoc rates for 
an interim period, this Authority Is inclined to approve the ad hoc rates proposed by the VPRCL as 
an interim tariff arrangement till fixation of the final rates. The rates approved In this Order are 
inserted as additional entries for those travellers / traffic who use the road frequently. The existing 
monthly pass with 50 single journeys in a month and daily pass with return journey, however, 
continue to be available for those who do not use the road that frequently. ■ 

5.2. The existing list of vehicles exempted from levy of the toll is broadly based on the 
guidelines / policies of the NHAI. The Government vehicles on .duty are not exempted from the 
levy of toll as per this list. The NHAI, however, exempts the Government vehicles on duty from 
levy of toll but this exemption is likely to be withdrawn as reported by the VPRCL. The NHAI is in 
the process of reviewing and formulating new guidelines iri case of BOT projects. Till a final policy 
in this regard is evolved by the NHAI, the VPRCL is advised to continue to follow the policy 
adopted by the NHAI for exempting this category of vehicle. 

5 . 3 . The description of SI.No. 2 in II (B) mentions that daily pass is with return journey, 
the VPRCL has clarified that tolling on the secondary toll plaza is In one direction only. 
Accordingly, the description of this item is corrected as daily pass with two journeys as pointed out 
by them. 

5 4 Ordinarily, the rates approved by this Authority are to be implemented after 

aiiowing a lead-time. Since this proposal is made at the request of the users in view of the 
difficulties expressed by them and since there is no tariff arrangement prevailing for issue of daily / 
monthly passes for unlimited journeys, the interim tariff arrangement approved for VPRCL shall 
come into effect immediately from the date of notification of this Order in the Gazette of India. The 
ad hoc rates approved shall be valid till 31 May 2007 co-terminus with the validity of the interim 
tariff arrangement notified on 1 December 2006 or till the effective date of Implementation of the 
final rates to be fixed, whichever is earlier. 

6 In the result and for the reasons given above, this Authority approves the ad hoc 
rates for issue of daily / monthly pass for unlimited journeys as an interim tariff arrangement by 
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inserting the following entries in the Annex attached to the Order No. TAMP/47/2006-VPRCL 
notified on 1 December 2006.
